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It is possible that further investigation will break down 
the "two-suitcase” evidence or*, on the other hand, it iaigh 
break down the "one-zipper bag" evidence. If either of 
these were to happen, it would be unfortunate if we were 
left with an inconsistent statement by Ruth Paine which 
really diet not reflect her actual memory. 


So far as we know Ruth Paine has never been 
Questioned on this point before. 
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
